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CALIFORNIANS OF JAPANESE, CHINESE, AND FILIPINO ANCESTRY 



Like the two preceding publications in this series, Negro Californians and 
Californians of Spanish Surname, this volume is part of the educational program 
of the California Fair Employment Practice Commission. It was prepared by the 
Division of Labor Statistics and Research of the California Department of 
Industrial Relations. Statistical tables were compiled from the 1960 U. S. Census 
of Population. 



The three minority groups described in the following pages have in common an 
Asian heritage, an ancestral language other than English, and a long history as 
victims of restriction and exploitation in America, particularly in the West. 
The bitter and intimate experience of injury through discrimination because of 
race or national origin remains in the memory or recent historj'' of each of these 
groups. 



Yet, in varying degrees according to group and area, it can now be said that 
the latest chapters of their histories in California give promise of accelerated 
movement toward full equality of opportunity. The lawmakers have repealed or the 
courts have overturned most of the restrictive legislation which blocked immigra- 
tion and land ownership, fostered segregated schools, rigidly delimited the 
neighborhoods in which people might live, and otherwise hindered participation in 
most aspects of the community and in the life of the State. There has unques- 
tionably been growth of freedom from racism directed at these three groups. 



This is not to say that discrimination--or its long-lasting consequences in 
terms of rooted inequities--af fecting many of these Californians has disappeared. 
Recent experience in employment and housing reveals elements both of progress 
and of backwardness in the degree to which the old barriers to equal treatment 
and opportunity have been lowered. Various occupations appear to be moderately 
open, yet it is by no means certain that promotions are always free of race 
restrictions, and there are around us numerous examples of vestigial job segre- 
gation among Californians of Asian ancestry. Housing opportunities are better 
than in former decades, but families of these groups seeking homes or apartments 
are still subject to rejection by racial caprice, now reinforced by Article I, 
Section 26 of the State Constitution. 



It is particularly in the fields of employment and housing that the Fair 
Employment Practice Commission is charged with responsibility to strive to 
eliminate, through both education and enforcement, discrimination because of 
race, religious creed, color, national origin, or ancestry. FEPC invites inquiry 
concerning its services to these ends.

POPULATION 



Californians of Japanese, Chinese, and Filipino descent totaled 318,376 in 
1960. Among the 50 states, California was second only to Hawaii in residents of 
Japanese and Filipino extraction; its Chinese population was double that of any 
other state (table A). More than one- third of all United States residents of 
Japanese, Chinese, and Filipino ancestry lived in California in 1960.

Although less numerous than Californians of Spanish surnan.e (1,426,538) and 
Negroes (883,861), California’s Japanese, Chinese, and Filipino population is 
growing rapidly. High rates of natural increase and substantial immigration 
between 1950 and 1960 gave rise to a 73 percent increase in the State’s combined 
population of the three racial groups. The Japanese showed the highest growth 
rate--85 percent--during the decade. This compares with a 64 percent increase for 
Chinese and a 62 percent gain for Filipinos. The white population grew by 46 
percent during the decade (table 1). 

California’s Japanese population in 1960 was almost equally divided between 
men and women. Chinese men outnumbered women by a ratio of 56 to 44. Among 
Filipinos, the sex ratio was even more unequal- -men outnumbered women by almost 
2 to 1. 

Men in all three groups were older, on the whole, than the women. The dif- 
ference was greatest among Filipinos: 48 percent of the men were 45 years of 
age or older, compared with 10. percent of the women. The age disparity between 
Filipino men and women, as well as the larger number of men than women, reflects 
the immigration of large numbers of single Filipino men following World War I 
to work in California agriculture . 

Japanese, Chinese, and Filipino women were comparatively young. The under 35 
year age group accounted for 78 percent of the Filipino women, 70 percent of the 
Chinese women, and 65 percent of the Japanese women. Fifty- five percent of the 
white women were under 35.

PLACE OF BIRTH AND IN-MIGRATION 

Of all Japanese Americans in 13 western states^ in 1960, 82 percent were 
native-born (born in the United States, its territories, or possessions). The 
proportion of native-born Chinese Americans in the 13 states was considerably 
lower--69 percent. Among Filipinos, 52 percent were American-born (table 24). 

One- fifth of all Japanese and Filipino Californians had migrated here from 
other states or countries since 1955 (table 5). In-migration among the Japanese 
was equally divided between other countries and other states--l0 percent from 
each. More Filipinos had migrated from other countries (14 percent) than from 
other states (7 percent). Californians of Chinese descent had the lowest in- 
migration rates during the past five years both from other countries (7 percent) 
and from other states (5 percent). 



AREA OF RESIDENCE 



Between 1950 and 1960, the three racial groups participated in the general 
movement of the State’s population from rural to urban areas. The proportion of 
Japanese living in urban areas rose from 70 percent to 87 percent. The Chinese, 
already overwhelmingly concentrated in cities and towns in 1950 (94 percent in 
urban areas) made a further shift (to 96 percent) in 1960. The shift from rural 
to urban areas was greatest, however, among Filipinos-- from 60 percent in 1950 to 
80 percent in 1960 (table 4). 

The majority of California’s Japanese population, 52 percent, resided in the 
Los Angeles-Long Beacn Metropolitan Area in I960. Sixteen percent were in the 
San Francisco-Oakland Metropolitan Area, The largest group of Chinese residents, 
55 percent, were in the San Francisco-Oakland Metropolitan Area. Twenty-one 
percent were in the Los Angeles-Long Beach Metropolitan Area (table 2). 



^Data not available for California alone. States included were: California, 
Alaska, Arizona, Colorado, Hawaii, Idaho, Montana, Nevada, New Mexico, Oregon, 
Utah, Washington, and Wyoming. 
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The Filipino population was more widely dispersed throughout the State than 
were the Japanese and Oiinese. One-third were in the San Francisco -Oakland Metro- 
politan Area; 20 percent were in Los Angeles-Long Beach. Thirty-two percent 
of all Filipinos lived outside the State’s major metropolitan areas. 

EDUCATIONAL ATTAINMENT 

There were striking differences in the educational attainments of the three 
racial groups in 1960. Both Japanese men and women were ahead of the white 
population in the level of education achieved. Eighty percent of both Japanese 
men and women had completed one or more years of high school, compared with 73 
percent of white men and 76 percent of white women. The same relationship held at 
the college level: 29 and 21 percent of Japanese men and women had completed at 
least one year of college, compared with 24 and 20 percent of white men and 
women. 

The educational picture for the Chinese was one of extremes; a relatively 
high proportion of both men and women had completed at least one year of college, 
but approximately 40 percent of both Chinese men and women had not gone beyond 
eighth grade. Many of these (16 percent of the men and 19 percent of the women) 
were reported as having had no schooling at all (table 8). 

More than half of all Filipino men and almost one -third of the women had not 
gone beyond the eighth grade. Filipino women achieved a higher education at all 
levels than Filipino men. Filipino women had the highest proportion among all 
racial groups, including whites, with at least one year of college.

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INDUSTRY DISTRIBUTION 



In 1960, the largest proportion of Japanese, 25 percent, and of Filipinos, 
29 percent, were employed in agriculture (table 11). Although Japanese and 
Filipinos together comprised only 1.7 percent of the State’s total employment, 
they accounted for 9.3 percent of all those employed in agriculture , forestry, 
and fisheries (table 12). 



The largest proportion of Chinese, 39 percent, worked in wholesale and 
retail trade. Manufacturing industries accounted for the second largest group-- 
16 percent. 

The industry pattern of employed workers varied by metropolitan area. In 
Los Angeles-Long Beach, a larger proportion of Japanese were employed in manufac- 
turing and trade, 22 percent in each, than in agriculture, 19 percent. Of the 
Filipinos in this area, 27 percent were in manufacturing' and 26 percent in trade, 
with only 5 percent in agriculture (table 13A). 

In the San Francisco-Oakland Metropolitan Area, the largest proportion of 
Japanese, 20 percent, worked in personal service industries. Seventeen percent 
were in trade; 15 percent in professional and related services . Of the Filipinos 
employed in the Bay Area, trade accounted for 17 percent and manufacturing for 
14 percent. 

There was less variation in the industry distribution of Chinese workers by 
metropolitan area. Trade accounted for the largest proportion in all metropolitan 
areas for which figures were available: 38 percent in Los Angeles-Long Beach, 
35 percent in San Francisco-Oakland, and 41 percent in Sacramento. 



OCCUPATION 



The agricultural background of Japanese and Filipino workers in California 
was evident in their 1960 occupational structure. Among Japanese men, 21 percent 
were farmers and farm managers ; another 9 percent were farm laborers and foremen. 
Of the Filipino men, 3 percent were farmers and farm managers ; 28 percent were 
farm laborers and foremen (table 14A).

The concentration of Chinese workers in urban centers was reflected in their 
occupations. Twenty-one percent of the Chinese men "worked in service occupations, 
except private household; 14 percent were in managerial and proprietorship 
positions. 

Professional and technical occupations accounted for a sizable proportion 
of both Chinese and Japanese men, 17 percent and 15 percent, respectively. Only 
4 percent of Filipino men were in these occupations. More than half of all 
Filipino men were either farm laborers or service workers.

Chinese and Japanese women were employed outside the home more extensively 
than either Filipino or white women. Of every 100 women 14 years of age or older, 
the number in the civilian labor force was: Chinese, 47; Japanese, 46; Filipino, 
35; white, 35 (table 10). 

Approximately one-third of all employed Japanese, Chinese, and Filipino 
women were clerical workers. The second largest occupational group for Japanese 
and Chinese women was operatives and kindred workers; for Filipino women, service, 
except private household (table 14B). 



UNEMPLOYMENT 



Unemployment rates in 1960 for both Japanese and Chinese men and women were 
lov;er than for white men and women. Among Japanese men 14 years old and over, 

2.6 percent were unemployed, compared with 5.5 percent for white men (table 17). 
For Japanese women, the rate was 3.1 percent, compared with 6.3 percent for white 
women. Chinese men had an unemployment rate of 4.9 percent; women, 5.1 percent. 

Unemployment rates were highest among Filipinos: 7.8 percent for men and 

13.6 percent for women. The Census count, taken during April, does not coincide 
with the peak seasonal employment period for farm workers, which is a sizable 
occupational group for Filipino men. 
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INCOME 



The median annual income^ in 1959 of persons 14 years old and over was 
$4,388 for Japanese men, $3,803 for Chinese men, and $2,925 for Filipino men. 
Men in all three racial groups had median incomes below r:hat of men in the white 
population, $5,109. The median income for Filipino men was also considerably 
below that of men of other minority racial groups, as shown below.

Among women, the median annual income in 1959 of both Japanese and Chinese 
women exceeded that of women in the white population. Filipino women earned less 
than Japanese, Chinese, white, and Negro women, but more than women of Spanish 
surname. 

The median income figures given above include persons 14 years old and over. 
In order to exclude students and inexperienced workers, separate figures were 
compiled for men 25 years old and over. Almost half (48 percent) of the Filipino 
men in this age group earned less than $3,000 during 1959; 28 percent earned less 
than $2,000. One- third of the Chinese men and one- fourth of the Japanese men 
earned less than $3,000 during 1959. One-fifth of the men in the white population 
earned less than $3,000 in 1959 (table 22).

SIZE OF FAMILY 



Filipino families tended to be larger, on the whole, than either Japanese or 
Chinese families in 13 western states. Thirty percent of the Filipino families 
were comprised of six or more persons. Among Chinese families, 21 percent had six 
or more members; among Japanese, 18 percent. Size-of- family data are shown below 
for various racial groups in the western states (table 23).

DEFINITIONS AND SOURCE OF DATA 



This report on Californians of Japanese, Chinese, and Filipino ancestry was 
compiled from data collected by the U. S. Department of Commerce, Bureau of the 
Census, in its 18th Decennial Census of Population, taken as of April 1, 1960. 
The information was compiled from several Census volumes, as noted under "Source 
of data" below. 

The following definitions, excerpted from the Census volume. Nonwhite 
Population by Race , U. Census of Population , 1960 , explain some of the con- 
cepts used by the Census Bureau in compiling the data: 

"The data on race were derived from answers to the following 
question on the Advance Census Report: 



Is this person- -

"The concept of race as used by the Bureau of the Census is 
derived from that which is commonly accepted by the general public. It 
does not, therefore, reflect clear-cut d "\nitions of biological stock, 
and several categories obviously refer t^ ^tional origins. 

"The term 'color' refers to the division of population into two 
groups, white and nonwhite. The color group designated as 'nonwhite' 
includes Negroes, American Indians, Japanese, Chinese, Filipinos, 
Koreans, Hawaiians, Asian Indians, Malayans, Eskimos, Aleuts, etc. 
Persons of Mexican birth or ancestry who are not definitely of Indian 
or other nonvdiite race are classified as white. 

"Japanese, Chinese , Filipinos , and residual ' all other ' races . -- 
Racial categories such as Japanese, Chinese, Filipino, etc. , are based 
largely on country or area of origin, and not necessarily on biological 
stock. 

"Mixed parentage . --Persons of mixed racial parentage are classi- 
fied according to the race of the nonwhite parent, and mixtures of non- 
white races are classified according to the race of the father, with 
the special exceptions noted above. 
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Effects £f self - enumeration . --Since the I960 Census was the first 
in which most respondents had an opportunity to classify themselves 
with respect to race--in previous censuses the racial classification 
was made^ for the most part by the enumerator on the basis of obser- 
vation- -it was expected that the character of the racial data in 1960 
might differ from that of previous censuses. Some persons undoubtedly 
would have been classified differently by race in the I960 Census if 
direct enumeration had been used uniformly, especially in families 
involving mixed racial marriages, but such differences as existed may 
have been largely offsetting. In terms of the final results, there is 
little evidence of a change for the major categories. The distribution 
of the population by color in 1960 was close to that shown by post- 
censal estimates for I960 based on the 1950 Census count by color and 
estimated population changes during the decade. The increases in the 
Japanese and Chinese population were large, but high rates of natural 
increase and substantial immigration during the decade obscure any 
effects which self -enumeration may have had on the I960 count."
